Remains of Matteotti, Prominent 
Socialist Leader, Are 
Discovered 


IDENTIFICATION IS MADE 


Slaying Almost Caused Dissolu- 
tion of the Facisti 


Government

MILAN, Aug. 16.—A sensation that 
reaches to nation-wide proportions 
was created today by the discovery 
of the body of the murdered socialist 
deputy, Matteotti. It was found bur- 
ied under ten. inches of soil in a 
small a rm Tea Rome, and 
about @@mgile>fegm.the spot where a 
short timé before the mufdered dep- 
utie’s coat’ was found. 

A huntitig dog working with his 
master lingered over the barely cov- 
ered_skeleton, some of the bones of 
which protruded from the ground. 
Carbineers were summoned and they 
disinterred the remains from the 
shallow grave. The head was still 
recognizable. 

A magistrate proceeded from Rome 
and formally identified the body. 
Buried deep in the chest was a sharp 
tool, such as is used by iron work- 
ers, which had heen used to kill 
the socialist leader. 

On June Ii Deputy Matteotti, a so- 
cialist leader in the chamber ot dep- 
uties ,expected to make certain ex- 
posures regarding graft, was at- 
tacked by six men who sprang from 
an auto as he was walking through 
the streets of Rome. They beat the 
deputy into unconsciousness and 
dragged him back into the auto, 
speeding away. He was never seen 
again: alive. What was thought at 
first to be merely a kidnapping case 
became a world-wide murder sen- 
sation when it was established that 
the deputy had het slain and one 
of the effects off the crime was to 
bring the govefnment of* Premier 
Mussolini to a point of dissolution 
in the reversion of feeling against 
the Facisti, who were suspected of 
doing away with the ‘socialist leader.

Administration officials view the 
Dawes plan as distinctly an Amer- 
ican contribution toward the economic 
rehabilitation of Europe and find es- 
pecial satisfaction in the fact that it 
is associated with the name of Charles 
G. Dawes, republican vice presidential 
candidate. 

LONDON, Aux. 16.--The reparatioas 
protocol] was signed by the allied and 
German representatives at 8:50 o'clock 
this evening, making possible fulfill- 
ment of the program drawn up In ‘he 
Dawes report. The German and al- 
lied delegates prepared to depart at 
once for their homes. 

‘Premier Ramsay MacDonald of Eng- 
land, already dressed in old clothes, 
prepared to leave London for a va- 
cation. 

The pact which Is to be ratified 
August 30, provides eiaborate schemes 
of arbitration in case Germany de- 
faults or evades any of the technical 
rulings under the Dawes plan. At- 
tached to the pact was the Franco- 
German correspondence, providing for 
the evacuation of the Ruhr within a

T uberculous 
Vaccine Said 
To Be Success 


By BASIL WOON, 
Universal Service Staff Correspondent. 
PARIS, Aug. 16.—A full report on 
the now famous anti-tubercular dis- 
covery of Prof. Calmette of the Pas- 
teur Institute, called ‘“‘bacillus B. G. 
G.," has been published in the official 


Journal of the Academy of Medicine. | 

First experiments were made on 
calves in stables of farms in the de- 
partments of Seine-Inferieure and 
Scine-at-Oise, during 1921. Every 
new-born calf in these departments 
was innoculated with the vaccine in 
that year, and re-vaccinated “every 
year subsequently. 

To date, none of the cattle thus vac- 
cinated show any signs of tubercu- 
losis, whereas the previous tubercular 
percentage was 23 1-3. 


Next, monkeys were experimented 
on. At Kindia, in Guinea, in Decem- 
ber, 1923, Dr. Wilbert placed three 


monkeys of the same specie in a cage 
together. One was vaccinated with 
B. G. G. by the mouth. One was in- 
fected with human tubercular) mic- 
robes. The third was allowed to re- 
main as he was. 

On April 17 the third monkey died 
ot tuberculosis, contaminated by the 
second monkey. On May 2 the second 


monkey died. ‘The first monkey, in- 
noculated with the vaccine, ‘is still 
alive and healthy with no signs of tu- 
berculosis. 

In June, 1922, at the Charite hos- 
pital, Drs. Devraigne and Levy-Solal 
obtained the authorization of pa- 


rents to innoculate 217 new-born ba- 


bies. 

Three different times, during the 
third, fifth, seventh, or fifth, seventh 
and ninth days after birth, each baby 
was innoculated with two milli- 


grammes of B. G. G. half an hour be- 
fore feeding. They were given ft

Of the 
179 remaining, in the eighteen months 
following the innoculation, there were 
nine deaths — two from. bronchial 
pneumonia, one from gastrointestinal 
trouble, and six others from various 
causes. All the others still live, and 
none show the slightest sign of tuber- 
culosis, despite the fact that they 
were picked from families in which at 
least one person had been already; 
contaminated or was actually sick or 
dead from tuberculosis. 

The immense importance of these 
facts is shown by Prof. Calmette’s 
computation that, hitherto, from 50 to 
67 per cent of babies born of tuber- 
cular mothers died before they were 
2 years old. 

“We do not claim to have solved the 
problem of prevention of consump- 
tion,” concludes ‘Prof, Calmette, “but 
we have undoubtedly made a_ long 
stride in the right direction, and have 
proven the present vaccination to be 
efficacious as well as innocuous.” 

A bill will shortly be introduced in 
the French parliament to render com- 
pulsory the innoculation with B. G. 
G. of all infants born of parents one 
or both of whom are tubercular.
